1972 


Several improvements have been made this past year which 
enable us to provide better service to our community. 


The check-out area has been remodeled, the high shelf re- 
moved, so the smallest patron can see what is going on. Most 
important this new arrangement provides space for the many 
records which have to be kept and desk space to prepare new 
books for circulation. Perhaps even more important is the in- 
crease in hours. We are now open every afternoon, six days — 
and one evening plus Saturday morning. A total of twenty-two 
hours. This was made possible by a generous, unrestricted be- 
quest from the estate of Mrs. R. U. Bunker. Our patrons have 
shown their approval by increasing the circulation figures in 
every department. 


In September of 1972 the local school asked the trustees to 
develop an enrichment program for the fifth grade level.

Combined new book purchases are six hundred fifty-five. 
Recordings, both talking-books and music, are increasingly 
popular. We have a record player at the library for use by any- 
one wishing to take advantage of our “talkine-books.” Many 
large print books, fiction and non-fiction. 
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FRIENDS of the library continue to provide “frosting on 
the cake.” Special film programs, several “storytimes,” exhibits 
and programs for special occasions. Gifts include a cassette 
player, cassettes and books to go with them. The newest gift, 
wall to wall carpeting for the entrance area. 


Through the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Cummings Cather- 
wood we were able to exhibit a fine collection of large bird- 
life water-color paintings. Any special collection or item of 
interest to the community is reatly appreciated at any time. 


Special thanks go to our hard working staff who were 
willing to take on the extra hours, our custodian who attends 
to many small repairs and keeps the library always fresh and 
shining and our Friends who never fail us when we need some- 
thing the budget cannot provide.

1972 proved to be a very active year with a total of 32 
calls answered. These calls ineluding building, auto, & chimney 
fires also mutual aid.

Age 
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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the Select- 
men and the State’s Division Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire 
suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and careless fires, 
which are charged to the responsible party. The State further provides 
fire detection services, prevention programs, fire training for town 
wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any per- 
son wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow 
must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire 
Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 
5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can be- 
come a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a forest 
fire.
